District of Columbia Chapter 

A meeting of the District of Columbia Chapter of the Society of 
the Sigma Xi was held in the Auditorium of the U. S. Bureau of 
Standards, on Wednesday evening, January 17, 1917. About 300 
members and invited guests, including the local members of the Tau 
Beta Pi were present. Lieutenant-Colonel George O. Squier, Chief 
of the Aviation Service, U. S. A., and late military attache of the 
American Embassy, London, delivered a lecture on The Air. The 
subject was treated mainly from the standpoint of aviation. It was 
profusely illustrated by lantern views of American and European 
airplanes as well as by several hundred feet of motion pictures of air- 
planes and of views taken from airplanes. 

Before and at the close of the lecture many of the laboratories 
of the Bureau were open to inspection by the members and their 
guests and the use of apparatus explained by those on the staff of the 
Bureau. This being the first meeting since the charter, which is 
reproduced as a frontispiece in this number of the Quarterly, had 
been received from the general secretary, it was exhibited to the 
members.
